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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9-16 
directed to a non-elected group 11 without traverse. Accordingly, claims 9-16 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose spaced elongated tube slots in 
each of the headers with the tube slots in one header facing and aligned with the tube slots in the 
other header; one of the tube slots in each header being unoccupied or a weep hole facing each 
other; a pair of baffles in each header, one on one side of the unoccupied tube slot or weep hole 
and between the weep hole and an adjacent tube slots on the one side and the other on the 
opposite side of the weep hole and between the weep hole and an adjacent tube slot on the 
opposite side; and a second serpentine fins of a second fin height greater than the first fin height 
extending between tubes in the adjacent tube slot on the one side and in the adjacent tube slot on 
the opposite side (claims 5 and 8). References to Rawly GB 2,377,268 and Marsais 6,394,176 
are the closest prior art, however, instead of having unoccupied facing tube slots, the prior arts 
have a dummy tube connected to two opposite tube slots. The advantage of having the 
unoccupied tube slots over the dummy tube is clearly stated on pages 2-3 in the specification.
